Meanwhile the crew of the oil train had re- 
ported to Company G of the. Fourth Regi- 
ment, Indiana State Guards, that they had 
been driven from their train by a mob. The 
soldiers arrived just after the wreck occurred. 
The lawless dupes of Debs had not gone and a 
charge was ordered, The wreckers résaponded 
with a volley of stones and several pistol 
shots. Capt. Heihzohn, who was in command 
of the troops, ordered his men to open fire, 
and when they did so the wreckers fled. It is 
believed several of the wréckers were wound- 
ed, but this could not be definitely learned. 
From this time until daylight the tracks in 
this vicinity were patrolled by double senti- 
nels. Twice before daylight the sentinels 
were stoned, and they responded by shooting 
into the darkness in the direction from which 
the stones were thrown. The wrecking train 
of the Western Indiana road cleared the tracks 
and removed a number of the wrecked cars.

There was much excitement 
among the passengers and a rush to escape 
through the windows or over the gates. The 
concussion shattered the windows of the cars 
and of residences along the line of track. The 
engine was twisted and broken by the shock. 
No one was injared. 


AWFUL CRIME AFFECTS HIS MIND, 


Holloway Believed to Be Going Insane 
Over the Fontanet Wreck, 

Terre Havre, Ind., July 17.— [Special. 
Ed Holloway of Crawfordsville, who was ar- 
rested at Rockville a few hours after the Big 
Four New York Express train was wrecked at 
Fontanet Friday morning, causing the death 
of the engineer and fireman, because he talked 
with too much familiarity about the wreck, 
made a second confession today. He made 
the follow statement to the Coroner: 

I make this statement voluntarily, no coercion 
or strategy being employed to get me to make it. 
My statement made to the Coroner of Vigo Coun- 
ty, Dr. Mattox, yesterday is correct, excepting 
that part of it which relates to opening the 
switch, and I make this after statement to stop 
all further trouble and to keep innocent men 
from suspicion. I was the one who opened the 
lock and threw the switch, and no one was with 
me when I did it. I opened the lock by striking 
it with a coupling pin, after which I threw the 
lock to one side. 

The Coroner asked what he meant by mak- 
ing this contradictory statement, having 
sworn yesterday that he was forced by six or 
eight miners to throw the switch. He said he 
did not know why he made the first statement, 
nor could he explain why he threw the switch. 
According to his first confession he was ter- 
rorized by the miners when he arrived at 
Fontanet Thursday eveamg as a new brake- 
man. Later in the night they told him un- 
less he threw the switch they would kiil him; 
after he had done as they commanded they 
said they would kill him if he ever told of the 
act, He told the same story to Lawyers Still- 
well and Reese of Crawfordsville, who came 
here to see him on behalf of his relatives. 

Last night he expressed a willingness to 
identify the men who were with him, and for 
that purpose he was taken to Indianapolis 
today to see McKillup and Rash, the miners 
who were arrested Friday on a general charge 
of obstructing inter-State commerce by help- 
ing to sidetrack the freight trains at Fontanet 
Friday. He did not identify them, and on 
the return trip to this city told the Sheriff the 
story that he was alone in the act of throwing 
the switch. Furthermore he declared he is an 
Anarchist, whieh remark, considering his pre- 
vious reputation, as well as other remarks, 
raises a suspi¢ion that he is now hardly ac- 
countable for what he says.

The rights and privileges hereby granted 
are upon the express condition that no gas flow- 
ing through any main pipes, feeders, or service 
pipes laid by said Universal Gas company or by

List of Dead Now Placed at Six with Fifty 
Wounded, 

BrruincuaM, Ala,, July 17.—Birmingham 
has been in a high fever of excitement today 
over the attacks of strikimg mimers on the 
non-union men and Deputy Sheriffs at Pratt 
Mines last night. The air has been thick 
with rumors as to the number of killed 
and injured in the battle, some re- 
ports placing the list of dead at 
twelve and the wounded at 150, but from 
trustworthy information it is learned that the 
list given last night is correct. Six men were 
killed and fifty were wounded. It is impossi- 
ble to secure a full list of the wounded on ac. 
count of the action of the rioters in hurriedly

Ben Cable's Friends Determined to Defeat 
Neece, and the Adams County Delegates 
Have a Large Knife for Congressman 

, McDannold=Anderson Lende Of with 
Nineteen Votes, but Makes No Head way 
Col. n. F. Marsh Renominated by the 
Republicans by Acclamation. 


Mowmovrn, III., July 17.—[Special.|—The 
battle ever the Democratic Congressional 
nomination blossomed forth this morning in 
fine form. The nineteen delegates from 
Adams came swooping down with Judge 
Bonney as their Chairman. Adams County 
was in trouble, Ten or so of her delegates 
swore they would never vote for George 
Anderson if by any possibility his nomination 
could be made, and an equal number pro- 
claimed loudly their undying hostility to John 
J. McDannold of Brown County. 

That destroyer of Congressional life, the 
deadly postoffice, had ‘gotten in ity work on 
Mr. MeDannold.. The Quincy office was the 
one that made trouble for MeDannold. The 
Democrats over there recommended Cam” 
Hearn ‘for the place. It was ascertained that 
the gentleman was ineligible because he did 
not reside within the limits of Quincy City. 
Then the Democrats, business-men, politi- 
cians, and everybody, recommended a bright. 
daserving young newspaper mn named Duke 
Schroer. Everybody supposed Schroer would 
get it, but Congressman McDannold got the 
postoffice for a gentleman who had never 
taken an active part in politics, voting a vest- 
pocket ticket election day. This made a 
frightful commotion among the Democrats, 
particularly as Mr. McDanunold had written 
letters to all the candidates promising support 
and all that sort of thing. 

The Adams County delegation was gotten 
together in caueus and aftera hard fight it 
was resolved to vote for Anderson for the im- 
mediate’ present, though some of the dele- 
gates threatened to bolt Anderson on the first 
call of the roll. Brown County was tirm in 
its support of McDannold. The Adams Counts 
delegates declared Me Dannold should not have 
the nomination under any circumstances. 
More than half of their number were favora- 
bly impressed with William H. Neece. Mr. 
Degdinick of Quincy had a bulging coat pock- 
ot filled with letters from Mr.McDannold rela- 
tive to the Quincy postoffice, and these he 
threatened to read to the convention. 

Ben Cable After Neece. 

By this time Ben Cable's friends took the 
wur path as against William H. Neece, They 
claimed to have a big bomb which at the 
proper time they would explode under Will 
iam te his political destruction for the imme. 
> wy present, They said they could prove 
that Mr. Cable gave of his store of wealth 
toward Mr. Neece’s election. When Mr. Ca- 
ble was a candidate for Congress a few. years 
later Mr. Neece received of Mr. Cable’s finan- 
cial substance in recompense for services in 
the campaign. Cable's friends made solemn 
asseveration of the truth of these statements 
and declared they have bank checks signed by 
Mr. Cable and indorsed by Mr. Neece by 
which to prove the same. These checks were 
said to be in possession of a delegate who 
would make a speech denunciatory of Mr. 
Neece, offering the checks as exhibits at any 
time Mr. Neece’s nomination might be 
deemed imminent. 

With all these pleasing complications the 
convention tuned up just betore noon today. 
„Cam Hearn, Judge Bonney, Deadinick of 
Adums, Fred Rottger of Brown, Tom Sparks 
of Hancock, Meyers of Henderson, Repre- 
sentative Bartleson, and a lot of the old- 
timers were on hand. The candidates occu- 

ied seats side by side in the rear of the opera- 

ouse, in which the convention was held. T. 
J. Scofield was the Temporary Chairman. 
He made an exceédingiy short speech. The 
appropriate committees were sent out and a 
recess until afternoon was ordered. 

Adams County had another caucus and a 
second time declared Anderson as Aer im- 
mediate choice.

On Its Trial Trip the New Ship Makes 25.42 Miles an Hour and Earns for Its Builders, Cramp & Sons, a Neat Bonus of $400,000. 
} The United States cruiser Minneapolis, which has recently been completed in the ship-yard of Cramp & Sons, and tried off Cape Ann 
July 14, has proved the fastest warship in the world. The average speed on the trial trip was 23.05 nautical miles an hour. The highest

speed for eight consecutive miles was an average of 25.42 miles an hour. The contract placed the cost of the vessel at $2,690,000. It was 
authorized by act of Congress March 2, 1891, and accepted by the shipbuilders Aug. 31.

FOREIGNERS RETURNING TO EUROPE. 


Competition of Steamship Lines Proving a 
Boon to Immigrants. 

Local steamship agents look for a large in- 
crease in their steerage business when in- 
formation of the present reduction in rates 
becomes generaliy known. Ever. since the 
early part of the year there has been a con- 
tinuous exodus of foreigners. The hard times 
having thrown them out of work and forced 
them to draw upon their earnings, they return 
to their foreign homes. The out-bound travel 
of the steamships has been enormous, while 
travel this way has been at a standstill. 

Until a few days ago the only reduced steer- 
age rates were made by the Continental or 
German lines. Three or four days ago the 
White Star line reduced the steerage rate 
from New York to Queenstown, Liverpool, 
London, Glasgow, Londonderry, or Belfast 
to $10. It was formerly $25. The Cunard 
‘line followed with a rate of $12 to London 
and Liverpool, The American line cut to the 
$10 mark. 

“Steerage rates to European ports have 
never been so low as they are now.“ said Mr. 
Anderson. general agent for the White Star 
Line. The Steamship company tealty only 
gets $8 for $2 commission is allowed. The 
railroad fare which we have to pay to land 
our passengers at interior British towns 
amounts to $3, so that the net amount real- 
ized in such cases by the compa ay is $5.

— 98600. and the coat bill for the 
vessel would amount to $3,000.” 

The cost of prepaid tickets from London to 
New York is $15. But so far as the White 
Star Line is concerned it is making no sales 
on account of the presence of cholera in Eu- 
ropean ports. The travel in this direction 
has ceased. Many signs were out yesterday 
announcing an $8 rate to London. Thie is 
the amount received by the steamship lines 
from agents, but the ticket purchaser gets the 
benefit of a $2 reduction in railway fare to 
3 steamship war originated with 
the Continental lines, which sought to cut 
into the British and Scandinavian business of 
the English lines. There has always existed 
a tacit understanding that the German steam- 
ship companies shouid not try to get this 
business and the English companies, on the 
other hand, have not sought Continental busi- 
ness.

City Officials Advise That the 
J Methods Be Carried wr ae 
Corporation Counsel Rubens, n er 
Finn ses and Ald. Mann and Madden had a 
conference yesterday in reference to the plan 
to be pursued in making payments to con- 
tractors doing work to be paid for by special 
assessments. Later in the day Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Zeisler wrote a letter to the 
Controller advising that the present plan of 
making payments on estimates be continued 
until the work now contracted for has been 
completed. This practically means until the 
eniof the year. If the strict letter of the 
statute was followed, according to Mr. Zeis- 
ler's opinion, contractors could not get — 
money until the work is completed.

TOUCHING THE .ABOR COMMISSION. 


The President Moving Deliberately in the 
Selection of Its Members. 

Wasurxaron, D. C., July 17.—[Special. ]— 
Senators Kyle and White have been getting 
their heads together this week in regard to 
the selection of the Labor Commission by the 
President of the United States, and a sugges- 
tion has been made that Dakota should be 
represented in the make-up of this body. It 
is the intention of the President, however, 
to proceed very deliberately and nothing is 
likely to be done without the further advice 
of Senator Palmer. It has been left to the 
Illinois Senator to get up a list ot names 
from which the President can make a choice 
of an Illinoisan as provided in the statute, 
and this task will probably be completed to- 
morrow. Senator Palmer desires to have the 
coéperation of Secretary Gresham in arriving 
ata conclusion on a subject which he declares 
is fraught with the greatest importance and 
cannot be too carefully considered. 

The President is disposed to act with the 
greatest circumspection in choosing men of 
national reputation whose findings are likely 
to carry weight with the entire American pub- 
lic. Aside from this, one explanation for the 
ag is probably to be found in the belief by 
the President that the labor leaders have not 
yet completely met the condition he imposed 
as precedent to the appointment of a com- 
mission, for the reports that come to hand 
daily show that lawlessness and obstruction 
still exist in many places in the West. 

Representative Springer has asked to have 
his bill for a national Board ot Arbitration, 
which was referred to the Judiciary commit- 
tee, transferred to the jurisdiction of the Com- 
mittee on Labor, which has charge of two 
similar bills. Today he spoke to the Sub- 
committee on Labor, Messrs. Erdman, 
Talbert, Pence, Kiefer, and Gardner, in ex- 
planation of his measure. 


HUMILIATING WORK FOR VOORGEES. 


Has to Report to Republican Conferrees 
the Tariff Disagreements. 

Wasurvneton, D. C., July 17.—At the first 
formal conference on the tariff bill today 
Senator Voorhees, as head of the Democratic 
conferrees, made a somewhat formal and full 
statement of the situation. He said that no 
discourtesy to ¢he Republicans had been in- 
tended. The meetings had not been confer- 
ence meetings, but had been confined to an 
effort to bring about some settled policy 
among the. Democratic conferrees. Senator 
Voorhees added that he was frank to confess 
the efforts toward agreement had not proved 
successful. a 

The features of disagreement were then 
gone into at considerable length by Mr. Voor- 
hees and his associates. They stated that the 
sugar, coal, metal, woolen, and cotton sched- 
ules had been the chief bones of contention, 
but did not give particulars in any case ex- 
cept in that of sugar, with reference to which 
they stated that the House members had in- 
dicated a willingness to grant some duty on 
that article, but had objected to the differen- 
tial duty on refined sugar. On the other 
articles which had been the basis 
of disagreement, Senator Voorhees and 
other Democratic members contented them- 
selves with saying that the Democratic con- 
ferrees of the two Houses had contended, each 
side for its own bill. This had been especially 
true on the metal and woolen schedules, the 
Senate amendments to which had been strong- 
ly objected to by the Democratic House con- 
ferrees. They said that among other 
special articles in the metal schedule 
the House members had held out for free iron 
ore, and for the House rates on lead ore con- 
taining silver, cutlery, and steel rails. They 
had also demanded—so it was reported to 
the full conference—free coal. In the gen- 
eral discussion the Republican conferrees 
gathered that sugar, iron ore, coal, the wool- 
en schedule, cotton schedule, and silver-lead 
bearing ores, were the chief questions of disa- 
greement. 

The question finally arose as to what would 
be done now that the full conference had as- 
sembled. It was suggested by Senator Aid- 
rich that the bill shouid be taken up item by 
item and be considered by Republicans and 
Democrats, but the point was raised that this 
appeared to be omy | worth while in view of 
what the Democrats had just disclosed—that 
tnere was no prospect of agreement on the 
main question. There was no further propo- 
sition submitted and no program outlined, 
and the conference adjourned until 2 o’clock 
tomorrow. 

As a result of today’s meeting the Repub- 
lican conferrees concluded that a genera! dis- 
„agreement would be reported to both Houses 
within a few days. At the close of 
today’s méeting Chairman Wilson stated 
no exact plan was in view for reporting back 
to 8 It is believed, however, that a 
plan will de developed tomorrow, and that 
the report of disagreement will de made to 
the Senate and House within the next two 


days. 

The fact that the Senate has made such 
rapid progress with the appropriation bills 
since they were taken up has led many to be- 
lieve that their dispatch is a part of the gen- 
eral scheme of the Senate to force the House 
to a more speedy agreement on the Senate 
tariff bill. There are mauy Senators who 
count upon the eagerness of the members of 
the House to get home in view of the neces- 
city of looking after their political fences to 
help materially in bringing the House to ac- 
cept the Senate’s terms on the tariff.

GEOKGE’S EIGHT-HOUR LABOR PLAN, 


He Offers a Joint Resolution for a Consti- 
tational Amendment.

Bill Admitting Utah te Statehood Signed 
by the President.

Fast Work of the Minneapolis, 


The Minneapolis has done even better than the 
‘first reports indicated on her trial trip. Com- 
modore Selfridge reports that after making al- 
lowance for the tides and currents the average 
speed was 23.07 knots.

ALDERMEN AT THEIR OLD BOODLE 
TRICKS. 
It appears that tho business members of 


the Council have not lost their cunning. Dur- 


ing the strike, while no one was watching 
them, they made the necessary arrangements, 
afid at Monday’s meeting of the Council they 
suddenly crowded through a gas, ordinance 
giving to some anonymous persons the right 
to dig up and lay in all the streets of the city. 
improved as well as unimproved, any number 
of gas pipes that may be desired. 

The friends of the ordinance had been 
thoroughly trained, and under the leadership 
of Mike Ryan, who has been the sponsor for 
other equaily peculiar’ measures, it was 
rushed through without consideration or dis- 
cussion at the close of the session. Amend- 
ments which would have made it less objec- 
tionable were voted down and the ordinance 
put thrdugh by a vote of 51 to 14. 

This ordinance, which. gives the Uni- 
versal ’’ company, whoever that is, such val- 
uable privileges, is not a measure for the re- 
lief of the people. It is purely a boodle 
scheme. Of the Aldermen who voted for it 
not more than two or three at most have clean 
hands, The rest are to get varying sums for 
their votes when. it becomes an ordinance 
over the Mayor’s veto. Considering the mag- 
nitude of the grant it must have cost the pro- 
moters at least $50,000 to get it through the 
Council, and perhaps much more. The sum 
thus invested is to be got back with a liberal 
protit by blackmailing the present companies 
under pretense of furnishing consumers cheap- 
er gas. 

It is easy to foretell how the game will be 
played if the ordinance should pass over the 
Mayor’s veto. If the old companies do not 
come to terms and pay the blood money de- 
manded the Universal’’ fellows will set to 
work ripping up the improved streets and 
spoiling the pavements. It may get so far as 
to build some works and begin furnishing 
some cheap gas temporarily. By that time 
the old companies will get nervous in finding 
the value of their stocks deciining and they 
will kuuckle down and take the Universal 
blackmaiiers into their fold; As for the dear 
deluded people for whose: benefit the or di- 
nance is pretended to be passed, they will be 
left out in the cold as usual. They will be 
merely pawns played in the blackmail game. 

There is a promise held out to the people 
that they will get gas at a dollar, 10 cents 
of which will go to the city, or that they will 
get it for 90 cents, the city to get nothing. 
That promise is flummery. No one knows 
who is behind this new concern unless it be 
What con- 
fidence can any one have in the promises of 
an anonymous set of gas spsculators, who 
get a franchise through the City Council by 
stealth and bribery, and who pretend to be 
* conferring a great favor on the people by of- 
fering to sell them for 90 cents water 
gas that will not cost them 40 cents to make 
and deliver? 

It is true that the people have no friendly 
feeling for the gas trust. It is squeezing 
money out of them all the time. They are 
ready to wage legitimate war on it. But are 
they willing to give their sanction to the pas- 
sage of a boodling ordinance as the beginning 
of a blackmail campaign against the trust? 
Will they approve of the bribing of the 
Council that an ordinance may be passed to 
have their streets torn up and their pavemeats 
chopped into mincemeat in order that the 
trust may be bled? And finally whatever is 
extorted from the trust by the boodlers will 
be paid back ultimately by the people—every 
cent of it—after the blackmail Universal 
has sold out to the trust. 


LANE FISHING FOR POPULIST VOTES. 

Congressman Lane,a Democrat from the 
southern part of this State, has introduced a 
bill on which he has induced the Committee 
on the Judiciary to report favorably. It is 
designed to deprive the people of the right of 
free contract in borrowing money and selling 
property on time payments. His bill pro- 
vides that while a person who borrows gold 
or its equivalent money, or purchases prop- 
erty at gold values on time, may agree to re- 
pay his debt or pay the balance of the pur- 
chase money in currency as good as he got— 
via. : gold coin or in a certain number of 
grains of gold, the debtor or purchaser may 
pay when the debt falls due in any kind of 
money he pleases, so that ft is called “ legal 
tender. He may have agreed to pay in gold 
because he borrowed gold, but he can pay in 
50-cent free silver dollars or in Populist fiat 
shinplasters if they are labeled legal 
tender. A municipality may sell gold bends, 
having received gold or its equivalent for 
them, and then pay its creditors in Populist 
fiat scrip if it be made legal tender for 
debts. 

Owing to the persistent assaults on the 
credit of the country by Populists and de- 
‘based money Democrats, who want cheap 
money with which to pay their gold value 
debts, it has become customary for a year or 
so back for parties lending and borrowing 
money or selling and buying land to make 
contracts for repayment in gold, because all 
money paid over is equal to gold in value 
now. The lenders did that to insure them- 
selves against the possibility that the shriek- 
ing Leases and the ranting Peffers and dema- 
gogue Lanes and Blands might possibly bring 
the country down to a cheap free silver or 
still cheaper fiat basis.

DEBS, HOWARD, ET AL. IN JAIL. 

Mr. Eugene V. Debs, “ President; Mr. G. 
W. Howard, ** Vice-President "’; Mr. — 
ter Keliher, Secretary ; and Mr. L. W. Rog 
ers, director, all of the American Railway 
Union,” which of late has been engaged in an 
effort to destroy the inter-State commerce of 
this country, to prevent the passage of the 
wails, and to precipitate, under the guise of 
„an industrial revolutiov, an uprising 
against the Federal laws, are now m the 
Cook County Jail as a result of their refusal 
yesterday to give bail in the proceedings be- 
fore the United States District Court to show 
cause why they should not be punished for 
contempt. The case will come up again 
next Monday, when they must satisfac. 
torily explain that their recent action 
in calling out men employed upon the rail- 
roads, in ordering thein to strike, and in 
organizing local unions for the purpose of in- 
creasing hostility to the roads, and thus stop- 
ping mails and disrupting the commercial 
business of the people, is nota continuous dis- 
obedience of the injunction issued by the 
court forbidding such interference. The in- 
formation filed by the government is ex- 
haustive and explicit, and includes copies 
of orders issued by these worthies dur- 
ing the time they were engaged in trying 
to do exactly what the court enjoined them 
not to do, and to prevent which the National 
Government had to send its troops, the State 
its troops, the county its deputies, and the 
city its police, both to protect life and prop- 
erty and to compel these conspirators to obey 
the laws. If they can satisfactorily show that 
they are not guilty of contempt they will be 
discharged and a wait their trial for conspir- 
acy later on. If they cannot the court will 
deal with them as it sees fit. It will be singu- 
lar ff they can explain that they were not en- 
gaged in interference with the mails and com- 
merce of the country. It will not serve them 
to claim in extenustion that the rioters got 
out of their power agd were uncontrollable. 
Mr. Debs had no difficulty in convoying the 
Christian Endeavorites to their meeting when 
they made application to him for permission 
to go, and thereby humiliated themselves. He 
had no difficulty in sending a load of carrion 
and garbage through the worst part of the 
striking area when Mayor Hopkins, with 
3,000 policemen, besides State militia, at 
his back, humiliated himself and the whole 
city by crawling on his marrow-bones and 
asking permission of Debs to move it out of 
the city. 

As far as can be ascertained Debs and his 
lieutenants would have had no difficulty in 
furnishing the required bail, 53.000 each, 
had they beer so dispo While some may 
think their action an evidence of submission 
others will look upon it only as an indication 
of their desire to pose as martyrs. Indeed

jail in other cities because of their inability to 
give bail it was only becoming in Geir lead- 
ers to mare | their lot. ; 

HAPPY BROOKLYN. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., is happy, and has reason 
to be. The law annexing the Town of New 
Utrecht to the city has gone into effect. A 
war between the gas companies has reduced 
the price of gas to 90.cents per thousand feet, 
and by anew order of the Bridge Trustees 
two tickets on the cable road can be pur- 
chased for five cents, or one for three. But, 
better than all, the new reform Mayor— 
Schieren—has reduced the expenses of the 
municipal government nearly $1,000,000. 
The Mayor, who beat the gang so effectually 
in the spring election, has rescued the city 
from boss rule,and in the place of a sys- 
tem every whit as bad as that conducted 
by the Tammany public freebooters of New 
York City he has introduced a thorough and 
effleient business system of administration. 
The work of reform was begun immediately 
after Boss McKane and his gang of plunderers 
had been railroaded into the penitentiary. 
An official guillotine was set up and the heads 
of lazy loafers and ward heelers who had fast- 
ened upon the city service life barnacles, 
drawing big salaries wd performing no serv- 
ice, went into the basket by dozens every day. 
Numerous sinecure offices were abolished. 
Retrenchment was applied in every depart- 
ment, the service was taken out of politics, 
and men who were conspicuous [for their busi- 
ness qualifications were selected as heads of 
departments. The result is thus told in a 
New York dispatch: 


The advantage resulting from the reclamation 
of Brooklyn does not happily end in the induc- 
tion of business-men into the city offices, but 
there is becoming apparent the lasting and de- 
sirable fruits of their methods, These methods 
have during the last week reduced the appropria- 
tions for the maintenance of the city government 
during the coming year more than $1,000,000. 
The estimates contained in the municipal budget 
were subjected to the closest business scrutiny, 
just as the estimates of any great mercantile 
house would be scrutinized, and many costly and 
unnecessary items either left out entirely or re- 
duced to one-half of the original 1 
About $2,000,000 was saved in this manner, 
leaving a net reduction of more than $1,000,000. 
The city officials are confident that its affairs can 
be administered just as satisfactorily at the re- 
duced cost as under the old system of prodigal 
extravagance. Thesaving carries other desira- 
ble advantages to the citizens in the shape of a 
prospective reduction of the tax rate of assess- 
ment, Not only will the people of Brooklyn en- 
joy this reduction, but a number of small towns 
which have recenly been annexed will save 
something. Usually when the territory of a city 
is extended it means higher taxation. In the 
ease of Brooklyn, however, it will be lower, af-

terests, or he may become a Coroner and receive 
$5,000 a year for “sitting” on an occasional 
corpse. | 

In these figures may be found the reason 
why Tammany does not like the object lesson 
in reform set by Brooklyn’s Mayor, the rea- 
son why it is so desperately fighting the Lex- 
ow committee investigation, as well as the 
reason why it is working so hard to get Brook- 
lyn into Greater New York, and substitute 
Tammany for business methods of adminis- 
tration. The moral of the story for Chicago 
is this—that if business methods carn be or- 
ganized, if politics can be eiiminated from 
the work of governing the city, if retrench- 
ment can be practiced in Brooklyn, the same 
can be done in this city, There is no hope 
for any of these results under Hopkins’ little 
Tammany, but in the next election at Chicag 
remember what Brooklyn has done.

LABOR GETS THE LION’S SHARE, 

A correspondent asks a question often put 
in trades union lodges and other gatherings of 
workers, Why should the laborer not have a 
share in that the success of which he helped to 
make!“ 

Labor already was getting the lion's share 
of earnings by the railroads which were struck 
against a couple of weeks ago, this being evi- 
dent from the fact that 4 minority of the lines 
in this country are paying any dividends on 
their stock, and many of them are not paying 
the interest on their bonds. Labor gets 80 
per cent of the price of the articles in the pro- 
duction of which it is employed, the other 20 
per cent having to pay taxes; interest, insur- 
ance, etce., as well as the profit to the em- 
ployer and inventor of improvements. The 
census statistics for 1890 showed the total 
value of manufactured products for that year 
to be 9,370 million dollars, out of which 
2,283 millions was paid to factory labor and 
5,159 milhons for raw material. This left 
1,928 millions, or less than 20 per cent, for 
ali the other items; but the statement omits 
the very important fact that the raw material 


itself was the product of labor employed in 


mines, forests, and fields and the transporta- 
tion of the material from the place where it 
existed in its crudest form, transporting it to 
the places where wanted by the manufacturer, 
and shaping much of it intoa usable form 
for him, and distributing it to the consumers. 

The employer of labor does not average 
more than 10 to 12 cents of profit out of $2 
in wages. That is 5 to 6 per cent net, taking 
the average of all productive enterprises. If 
the employer had not the hope of some profit 
he would aot go to the trouble of hiring the 
labor in production and risking the loss of his 
capital. Some firms, concerns, and corpora- 
tions manage to make more than this, but the 
majority get less. Those who grow rich out 
of their capital and the labor of others do so 
by saving and investing each item of profit as 
it comes in. If they did not they would re- 
main relatively poor and able to employ but 
few hands instead of many workmen. 

If it were possible for the workers to ab- 
sorb all the profit there would be no such 
accession to their pay or comfort as their 
ora tors lead them to think. It would amount 
at most to the price ofa couple of glasses of 
beer or whisky, the manner in which too 
many of them would spend it, and not for the 
present comfort of their families or for their 
own future enjoyment. But it is of no use 
for them to talk about taking the employers’ 
profit, as if they should begin to take ft the 
whole employment structure would vanish. 
They no more could find men with capital 
and business ability willmg to employ them 
on such terms than empleyers could find 
men willing to work for them without com- 
pensation. The labor leaders are careful not 
to explain to the members of the unions that 
the chances of increased employment being 
given in shops and factories depend upon 
the bosses havmg made profits and in- 
vested them in the business, or hoping to 
make profits had borrowed and put in new 
capital, but these facts are highly important 
for workmen to know. Every additional 
$1,000 of capital on the general average, 
taking all lines of industrial business to- 
gether, will furnish employment to one 
additional workman, and his earnings spent 
for the supply of his and his family’s wants 
will give employment to many kinds of other 
labor, equal in its functions the employment 
of another man. These simple facts in 
political economy are never told to the work- 
man in the labor lodges by their walking 
delegates and other salaried agitators. 

The great trouble with the men who com- 
plain that they are robbed by the employer is 
that they are anxious to share in the profits of 
establishments. which yield profits, but are 
not willmg to stand the chances of loss in es- 
tablishments ‘which make none, They have 
what may be called a sixth sense, which 
shrinks from entering into a real partnership 
with capital and sharmg losses as well as 
gains, They insist on. receiving a stated sum 
per day or week in cash, being the fuil com- 
mercial wage, whether the business pays a 
profit or not. And they get it in multitudes 
of cases where the loss is so great that the 
whole capital of the employer, with much of 
that belonging to his friends and creditors, is 
hopelessly sunk in the slough of bankruptcy. 
They make no corresponding suggestion on 
the side of the account of the losers, nor do 
they seem to have any comprehension of the 
fact that the minority who have sueceeded in 
business did so through seasons of trial and 
doubt, in which the workers were fully as un- 
willing to stand the risk of sharing loss as 
well as profit as they are in the ease of the 
poorer ongs today. Is there to be no com- 
pensation for the risk which men with capital 
and busitiess ability must assume, while the 
workman stands no risk? 

Furthermore. The proflt-sharing which the 
labor agitators are “demanding” by law 
would make conditions for the toilers more 
unequal than those of the present. There 
would be a few drawing big pay, the envy of 
ali the rest, and the arrangement would open 
the door to fault-finding by the workers in 
other establishments, some of whom would 
allege that their employer was to blams for 
not managmg the business better and piling 
up more profit, a portion of which could have 
been divided among them. Surely if the man 
who works for a stated compensation may be 
called a wage slave” the ones who should 
accept a pr flit and Joss sharing, arrangement 
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agitator’s half of the bargain is utterly ad- 
missible. It would be too much like playing 


with the gambler who laid it down as a rule 


in tossing the coin: If it comes down head 
up I win. If tail be uppermost Ido not lose 
anything.” It is sad to declare it, but it is 
truth that ignorance of the actual conditions 
on which business is done; and taking the ex- 
ceptional successes for the rule and mis- 
representation of the facts by the agitators 
are at the bottom of the unrest and discon- 
tent of labor. : 


THE MURDEROUS ALABAMA ALIENS. 

The murderous outbreak of striking miners 
at Pratt City, Ala, Monday afternoon was 
the worst outrage these Anarchist aliens have 
yet committed. A crowd of these fellows, 
several hundred strong, collected around the 
entrance to the mine and as the negro min- 
ers came out to go home the mob turned loose 
upon them with their rifles and began shooting 
them down. The unarmed and defenseless 
negroes, for the State troops were withdrawn 
the day before, fled in all directions, but ten 
of them were killed by the cowardly brutes, 
and many more of them were more or less 
severely injured. 

The Governor of the State upon learning 
of the massa@re tock prompt action. He 
ordered the troops back to the spot, closed 
all the liquor dens, prohibited any assemblages 
on the streets, and declared martial law. He 
has further taken steps to hunt down those 
concerned in this terrible outrage. Forty- 
two already have been jailed, and, there is 
little doubt that the majority of tiem will 
sooner or later be brought to justice. The 


Governor is in earnest in this matter, and as 


he is backed by the sentiment of white citi- 
zens all over the State there is little fear that 
there will be a repetition of violence. The 
outrage was the work of aliens, as was the 
case in the recent outbreaks during the min- 
ers’ strikes in Pennsylvania, Indiana, and 
Illinois. In this instance, however, the 
rioters were not Huns, Slavs, Italians, 
or Belgians, but Englishmen, Scotch- 
men, and Welshmen; but the out- 
come shows that they are no better 
than the miners from Eastern Europe, 
and that they are even less averse to taking 
life in order to prevent men from going to 
work, The character of the men engaged in 
this fiendish outrage shows that they were not 
actuated merely by race prejudice, but that 
they had deliberatély determined no one 
shouid work in the places which they them- 
selves had vacated and which they refused to 
fill after McBride had left it optional with the 
unions of each State to accept the\ compro- 
mise he had arranged with the proprietors. 
Sad as were the results of this attack upun 
the negro operatives it will have a beneficial 
effect in the future. Monster indignator 
meétings of white elttzens are being held in 
Birmingham and other cities, and all through 
the mineral belt the determination is mani- 
fest that none but negro miners shall be em- 
ployed at the mines. This will exclude these 
aliens and foree them out of the State. At 
the same time it will make an opening for 
negro labor, and that labor will be protected 
by the whites. The negro miners take to 
their work and make good workmen, and they 
are not of the class that favors strikes or law- 
lessness of any kind. The substitution will 


be beneficial all round. As to the lawless : 


aliens, those who are not hanged or sent to 
the penitentiary will find no easy job to get 
work. Fortunately steerage rates are down 
to $9. There is nothing therefore to hinder 
these Gisagreeable, disgusting, and disreputa- 
ble aliens from going back home and enjoy- 
mg the. peculiar liberties of the countries 
whence or. came, 

ANOTHER TEST or SPRINGER’S ARBI- 

TRATION BILL. 

Tue Tams yesterday tested the merits of 
the Hon. William M. Springer’s compulsory 
arbitration bill by applying it to the original 
Pullman strike and showing its uselesaness in 
that important case. It might be further 
tested by applying it to Debs’ recent senti- 
mental and sympathetic strike at the rail- 
ways by his American Railway Union.“ The 
bill certainly would be good for nothing if it 
did not afford relief in this latter case, for 
this kind of strike is the worst and most dan- 
gerous of all, 

Suppose that the bill were in force and 
Debs, Howard, Keliher, Rogers, et al., who 
have been weeping over the woes of the Pull- 
man strikers, had applied to Springer’s 
$5,000 a year political arbitrators for relief? 
What would they allege? What. could they 
allege except that they had no grievances of 
their own ; that the railroads had performed all 
their contracts and agreements with the men; 
that they had paid their men what they agreed 
to pay; that they had disturbed no man’s po- 
sition for arbitrary reasons; and ‘that under 
these circumstances they (Debs et al.) had 


— — 


interfered with the operation of these roads, 


had violated the laws of the United States, and 
had attempted to tie up all the roads and stop 
the transportation of goods and the mails to the 
great damage of the American people until 
the railroad managers would consent to help 
them—Debs & Co.—to smash Pullman in his 
contention with his carbuilders as to whether 
they should accept the low Democratic wages 
which they had voted for in 1892 or whether 
he should not pay them high Republican 
wages which they had voted to lower? 

That would be Debs & Co.’s position before 
Springer’s board of $5,000 a year political 
demagogues. 

Under such circumstances what good could 
the board do the sympathetic strikers who 
had no grievances of their own? What de- 
cision could it make except to decline to take 
any cognizance of the request for relief? 
And if it could not recognize the request how 
eould the board restore peace and harmony? 
If, then, Springer’s bill bears no relation to a 
sentimental strike and can give no relief to 


the strikers, and if it is impotent in the case 


of real strikes unless both sidea agree, what 
is it good for except to make votes for Billy 
Springer in the Springfield district on a hum- 


bugging proposition? 


ANARCHY IN EUROPE. 

The European nations are now engaged in 
setting up safeguards against anarchy. Italy 
proposes to punish the publication of 
Anarchist doctrines as well as expressions of 
apology for anarchy and to send these pests 
to Africa. Spain has a similar bill under 
consideration with similar arrangements for 
transporting offenders out of the country. 
France is considering a bill which provides 
that when an Anarchist incites to crime by 
written or oral language he shall be tried be- 
fore correctional courts, consisting of Judges, 
without juries, the penalties including trans- 
portation to penal colonies.”” Germany and 
England are also considermg measures cal- 
culated to stamp out the pests. One in- 
evitable outcome of this legislation will be 
an exodus of these fellows to this country, 
and as our gates are wide open to them and 
our immigration laws are 80 loosely ad- 
ministered there will be nothing to hinder 
them from coming here. There is no country 
which offers them, from their point of view, 


more or better opportunities for conducting 


their propaganda and for turning liberty into 
license, but if they attempt their outrages 
here they will soon find that society will rise 
and exterminate them. The recent outbreak

From that 
time on there was no increase in the pro- 
duction of silver, but the price has deciined 
furthér, the falling off being greater than in 
any two previous years.

Republican 
says the restoration of the white metal to its 
old place in the monetary systems of the 
world looks more and more like an impos- 
sible undertaking. After some tremendous 
disturbances business is. rapidly adjusting 
itself to the new gold standard.” Even Mex-

INDIA WHEAT ACREAGE INCREASE. 
For the Current Year It Is 27.382,000, 
Against 26,429,000 Last Year, 

Wasuinecron, D. C., July 17.—By the final 
memorendum on the wheat crop of India for 
the season ended March 31, 1894, issued by 
the Department of Revenue and Agriculture 
of the Indian government, printed here in 
a recent Government publication, it ap- 
pears that the harvest has varied consid- 
erably in different parts of the country, be- 
ing decidedly bad in the central provinces, 
excellent in the Pynjab, and moderate else- 
where. The area of the current 
year’s crop (1893.94) is estimated 
at 27,382,000 acres, compared with 
26,429,000 acres, the revised estimate of 
last year’s acreage. The total production of 
1898 is placed at 6,923,000 tons, or 258.- 
458,667 bushels of sixty pounds. The aver- 
age product is given as 260,437,333 bushels, 
showing this year’s crop to be 2,000,000 
bushels below normal and 10,000,000 bush- 
els below that of the previous year.

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FLAMES FROM A FOREST BURN DOWN 


A JERSEY TOWN. 


They Rush Inte the Village of Greenbush 
and Consume All of Its Houses=Other 
Towns Are Threatened=Woman Suf- 
frage in New York Gains a Point Be- 
fore the Subcommittee of the Constitu- 
tional Convention=Gompers Keeps Si- 
lent on the Strike=News of Gotham. 

. New York, July 17.—[Special.]—Every 
previous fire in the history of the Southern 
part of the State of New Jersey has been out- 
done by the blaze which is at ‘present sweep 
ing through the vine belt. There seems but 
little hope of stopping the flames as yet. To- 
day a whole village was wiped out by the sec- 
tion of the fire which for two days has been 
sweeping toward Bridgeport. That place was 
not touched, as the wind shifted last night and 
turned the flames to one side. 

The flames that had been sweeping to- 
wards Bridgeport were turned aside by 
a shift of the wind last night and 
during the early hours of the morning 
they reached a point near the littie hamlet 
of Greenbush. The village stood in a little 
clearing in the pine belt, and the stacks of 
hay and the dry wooden buildings proved 
even better food for the elements than the 
woods around. The villagers had been forced 
to flee long before this, and are now en- 


camped in a clearing some miles away. In 
addition tothe destruction of this viilage 


many residences and barns in the course of 


the fire have meen destroyed. 

Bass River came nearly sharing the fate of 
Greenbush. Two hours after thecry for 
succor came there were 500 men between the 
front of the flames and Bass River. Back fir- 
ing was successful, and within two hours 
the flames started by them were tearing 
through the forest to meet the on-coming 
mass, which threatened the place. The cinders 
and sparks fell in showers on the houses, The 
men worked in relays to keep the roofs damp- 
ened and in this way they saved all the houses 
and barns and lost only a couple of stacks of 


hay. 

The changed direction of the wind is carry- 
ing the flame back toward Waretown, 4. 
village which has been within an ace of the 
2 embrace four or five times since Thurs- 

ay. 


WOMAN SUFFRAGK GAINS A POINT. 
Subcommittee Votes in Favor of Submit- 
ting It to the People. 

New York, July 17.— [Special. — The puz- 
ling woman question has taken a new turn 
in the constitutional convention at Albany. 
Last week the Suffrage committee was to 
have voted on the direct question whether 
woman should not be biessed with the ballot. 
Edward Lauterbach at the last moment in- 
duced the committee to refer to a subcom- 
mittee all the propositions relating to womun 
suffrage. The subcommittee has decided to 
report to the committee iu favor of the plan 
to submit to the people the question, ‘* Shall 
the word ‘ male’ be stricken from the Consti- 
tut ion? 

This is a triumph for the women. They 
are perfectly willmg that the convention 
should net commit itself on the main ques- 
tion, and of late they have been working sole- 
ly to get the delegates to consent to let the 
people decide the controversy. The votes in 
the subcommittee in favor of the women 
were cast ly Messrs. Lauterbach, Towns, and 
O’Brien. The votes against them were given 
by Messrs. Cochran and Cookingham. 

This action of the subcommittee does not 
mean that the Suffrage committee will decide 
in favor of the women. In fact it is given as 
a forecast that the committee will show nine 
of its seventeen against a report in favor of 
submission.

We don’t care 
to be considered in any such light as mar- 
tyrdam, but we contend and maintain 
- the right to advise men to resist degradation 
and oppression, and rather than abrogate that 
right I, for one, would rather rot in this cell.

But all this talk about arbitrating this ques- 
tion is only a subterfuge. Mr. Pullman is not 
now in this fight and has not been for weeks. 
When these men opened the war on the railroads 
it became a railroad fight, and then when they 
defied the United States laws the railroads 
dropped out of it and it became a fight between 
the United States Government and men. 
contend that Mr. Pullman at this time has no 
right to arbitrate, even if he. were disposed to 
do so, and that this matter has become entirely 
and vitall a posite question. 

The railroads have a hundred times more inter- 
ost in it than Mr. Pullman has, and for this rea- 
son he ought not to interfere. 

Then, the general public have a hundred times 
more interest in it than tne railroads, and they 
should insist upon their interests being pro- 
tected. 

Then, the public want to find out whether we 
have got a government, and this I think has been 
demonstrated now that these men are whipped.

OBSERVATIONS ON THE ABOVE VIEWS. 

And yet notwithstanding all these reasons if 
the Pullman company had arbitrated its differ- 
ence with ita car-builders before this strike of 
May 6, and had proved the truth of Mr, Pull 
man’s statement given to the public in the 
meeting June 29, there would have been no 
strike and no subsequent interference of Debs 
and bis American Railway Union: and no at- 
tempted tie- up or interference with the trains or 
inter-State commerce or the mails; and no riot- 
ing or shooting, or mobbing. or calling on the 
regulars, or calling out the State troops; or the 
Deputy Marshals or Deputy Sheriffs, or use of 
police force of the city against rioters. And 
there would be no bill of several millions of 
damage liabilities hanging over the taxpayers of 
this city; and there would have been no inter- 
ruption to business of the city or loss inflicted on 
trade or commerce of the country; and no angry 
and inflamed passions, or injunction against the 
laws, or sympathetic strikes in a dozen States, or 
violation of court orders and injuaction:. And 
more still. It Mr. Pullman had reduced his 
rents in the same proportion as he cut the wages 
of his men his tenant empioyés would not have 
gone out on a strike. And if he had submitted 
the contention to fair men at any time. after the 
strike began, and before Debs stuck his nose into 
the matter, the strike would have ended thera 
and then, and tife men gone back to work at such 
wages as the Arbitration committee found the 
company could have afforded to pay, without 


loss. 

But the article which Citizen” criticises only 
said that Pullman had talked too much by 
first giving his side of the contention and chen 
refusing to let the men give theirs before impar- 
tial and honorabie arbitrators. This is the con-

Fix the Minimum Wages of Railroad 
Employes by Law. 

CuicaGo, July 17.—- [Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
Miles Kehoe made a speech in 1881 advocating 
the fixing of the minimum wages of al! railroad 
employés. I have a clipping from which I quote 
the following extracts, suggesting remedies 
pertinent to the present difficulties. He said: 
* What we should ask Congress for is the pas- 
sage of laws fixing the minimum wages of em- 
ployés in all cases where it has power to do so | 
and thus relieve thousands of men of the neces. | 
sity of striking, and also encourage arbitration 
in all other cases, Congress has power to regu- 
late and limit the charges of all corporations 
engaged. in interState commerce. Unjust 
ch arges and extortion by the railroads from the 
people is prevented by law, but law does not 
prevent extortion by the railroads from their 
employés. Such legislation seems to me to be de- 
cidedly jughandled 

When the law fixes maximum rates it should 
fix minimum wages. 

‘ Suppose the minimum wages of every man 
employed in a freight-house was fixed at $2 a 
day of eight hours the minimum wages. of 
all other classes of road employés was also 
fixed. In respect of Wages the expenses of ail 
railroads would be uniform, and ae their schedule 
of rates would be fixed u that basis no in-
